“CROWN LAND _. 
. RESUMPTIONS. 

An amending ordinanco is promised, 
the “objects and reasons’ being set 
forth as follows : : 

1. The. object. of thia Ordinance is 
to make it clear that in resumptions 
under the Crown Lands Resuimptions 
Ordinances no compensation ia to bea 
awarded in respect of mere expectun- 
ciea or: probabilities. For example, 
the owner of agricultural land 
held undtr a Crown lease which 
prohibits the erection of buildings 
except with the licence of the Crown 
is not to receive any compensation | 1 
with respect tothe possibility that 
such a licence might at somo time 
have been obtained if the land had 


uot been resumed. This principle is’ 


not new as it is in force under the 
Lands Clauses Conéolidation Acts in 
England, and it seems only reasonable 
that the community should not have 
to pay jor a mere possibility of this 
‘kind which the claimant could never 
have enforced. 

2. The reason tor the peer 
of Ordinance No. 14 of 1921 on this 
point is that that Ordinance laid 
down as a general rule that the basis 
of compensation should be the market 
value of the land, ond it appears to 
bo.the cage that apeculators, in the
